It is important to have the ba¬ 
bies and pre-school children protected 
by toxoid as in this period one half 
of all deaths from diphtheria occurs. 

Toxoid treatments and vaccination 
against smallpox are done by the 
Okotoks-High River Health District 
at all baby clinics. When school Ve- 
opens iri'Keptember you will receive a 
form to be signed giving your con-, 
sent to have your children protected 
against diphtheria. Do not fail to 
take advantage of this opportunity— 
it is your responsibility.

CHECK SILVER DROP 

An article in the Magazine of Wall Street points out 
the necessity for checking the decline in the value of 
silver. 

“Silver if the key to trade with the Orient. The devel¬ 
opment and buying power of 800 million people of the 
East rests upon the stabilization of silver. The decline of. 
the value' of silver over the world began in 1816 when 
' Britain went oli to a gold standard basis. France follow¬ 
ed suit, in the fifties. United States did the same in 1873. 
One by one the nations of the world have adopted some 
form of gold standard and today China is the only im¬ 
portant nation still pledged to silver. Silver then has 
slumped in value, until the old time relation of 16 to 1, 
has fallen to about 70 to 1. This makes trade impossible. 
The fall of silver in relation to gold, has obviously cur¬ 
tailed China's buying power, it has impoverished the 
Chinaman in terms of foreign value. 

. “The western nations anxious to develop the wealth 
and trade of the Orient have .considered the plight of 
silver, and at the meeting of the International Chamber 
of Commerce in Washington, it was suggested that the 
governments of the world consider the advisability of an 
international silver conference. One British delegate has 
proposed that the British Empire should create a new 
imperial bi-metallic coin to be known as the “rex” on a 
20 to 1 basis. i • 

“The United States has a domestic interest in better 
prices,for silver. United States is the second silver pro¬ 
ducing country of the world, Mexico stands first, with 
Canada and Peru tied for third place. Thus North Amer- 
ca produces 75 per cent of the world’s output. But the 
most important consideration is that silver is mostly a 
by-product 1 of geld, copper, lead and zinc. Thus the sil¬ 
ver bearing ores, which produce 91 per cent of the world’s 
silver also produce 85 per cent of the gold, 66 per cent, 
of the copper, 69 per cent of fhc lead and 46 per cent 
of the zinc.. 

Hence the prosperity of other industries is consider¬ 
ably dependent on the value of. silver, as the recovery 
of it from the impure bullion is usually incidental to 
refining, which has to be done. The silver element is 
thus “velvet” and should be an important element in pro¬ 
fits and dividends. This explains the active interest be¬ 
ing taken by gold and silver mining groups and cor{?ora¬ 
tions in the.silver problem. It also concerns mining in- 
\ estments. 

“One help would be if ajl governments that sell silver 
would enter into agreement not to sell under 50 cents an 
ounce and to buy only when it is over 55 cents. An 'inter¬ 
national sjlvet bullion loan might be made to China. 

“ The present predicament of silver can be remedied on¬ 
ly by increasing the demand. Industrial uses of silver 
offer some hope, but its only real outlet would "be its use 
in the world as subsidiary coin. 

“The United States government owes it to its great 
mining industry and its export trade to take the initia¬ 
tive rn calling an international silver conference.” 

BRITAIN LEADS 

Once more the world follows Britain’s lead, for it was a 
British government which first suggested the cancellation 
of war debts—a British government which, for ten years, 
has stood by that oflfey. And Britain has led in other 
things, in all projects of reconstruction. Without Britain 
thorp would he no League of Nations. Britain took the 
lead at Locarno, was the driving force behind disarma¬ 
ment conferences, has done more than any other nation to 
disarm. 

Cbmpare her position with that of the United States. 
In 1911 the British Navy cosisted of 146,000 officers and 
men, and that of th<j United States 67,258 officers and 
tnon. Since then the* British figure has been reduced by 
54,000, whereas the United States has been increased by 


47,000 up to 1930. with the prospect of a further increase. I 
And as on sea, so on land. While most of the other na¬ 
tions of the world maintained their standing armies or in¬ 
creased them, Britain has steadily reduced, has cut her 
military outlays by millions of pounds. The British post¬ 
war record in truth, has been one of a heroic effort to pay 
her debts, coupled with an offer to cancel all debts, plus • 
an unwavering effort to reduce armaments, secure greater 
world understanding, and thus assure world peace.—Allis- 
ton Herald. 

NO TRESPASS SIGNS 

Imagine the astonishment and wrath of the average 
city dweller if some people from the country should drive 
into his yard, build themselves a camp fire, cook their 
meal throw papers and tin cans around, then drive away 
leaving the fire still smouldering. In no time he would 
be clamouring lor the police and he would talk about the 
outrageous encroachment, for months. 

Yet he is the very man who drives through the country 
every week end, searching for picnicking spots. It rarely 
occurs to him that the pretty groves of trees beneath 
which he scatters his equipment, are actually somebpdy’s 
property, and no doubt a prized possession. He accepts 
it as his right, to go wheresoever he pleases. And the 
apprehensive property owner iq the country, does not 
look for thanks for the use of his fields and parks. ] The 
best lie hopes for,’is that the visitors have got $afely 
away without setting the country afire, or leaving gates 
open along the trail. 

To be sure, the great proportion of pi'cknickers are not 
as thankless and inconsiderate as this would sound. Most 
people are quite aware that the majority of attractive pic 
nic spots are on somebody’s property, and they are appre¬ 
ciative of the privilege of free access, but unfortunately 
one careless picnicker out of twenty careful ones is suf¬ 
ficient to bring the whole tribe of city visitors into disre¬ 
pute. . 

As everyo'ne knows, this summer is unusually dry, with 
grass and all vegetation needing only a spark to burst 
into a bla^e which might cost serious loss of life and 
property. Yet in spite of this need- for extra care in fire 
lighting, several instances are being told of careless tamp 
ers lighting fires and leaving them. They have started 
camp fires amongst bushes, rather than on the rocks-a 
few yards away. 

Carelessness of this sort is criminal, and it >s little won 
der that so much property which formerly was hospitably 
open to the public, is now grimly posted “No Trespass¬ 
ing.” 

To guard against a universal “No Trespass” „ign, over 
the entire countryside, the public is urged to re • \ ery- 
safeguard against any possible fires. 

OUR GAS AND COAL 

Coal and oil are two industries which matter greatly 
to Alberta, and whether these industries are being promo¬ 
ted as they deserve to be, is a question that frequently 
rises. Speaking from more of less of a- local standpoint, 
the curtailment of production at Turner Valley is of im¬ 
portance. Canada imports fully fifty million dollars 
worth of oil and oil products. So far we have managed to 
produce three or four million. That Alberta is capable 
of producing much more, and offers rich possibilities for 
expansion, is acknowledged. In the face of these facts, 
it is Lamentable to see the decline of the Turner Valley 
field and the restriction placed on the output. Already 
the population has dwindled considerably and more or les 
discouragement prevails. The oil prospects have been en¬ 
couraging. and quite deserving of promotion. Yet home 
production is curtailed and heavy importations continue. 
Gasoline prices continue high, and many Alberta farmers 
have found it profitable to drive across the line for their 
motor fuel, pay the duty, and return with as much as 
they could bring. 

Also in the matter of coal, Canada imports a hundred 
million dollars worth yet the Maritimes and Alberta are 
underlaid with an almost inexhaustible supply. No-large 
scale effort has yet been made to keep out the foreign 
product and to utilize the fuel possibilities of our own 
Dominion. 

If Central Canada regarded with sufficient concern, the 
fact that they could put thousands of Canadian miners to 
work by patronizing the Canadian product, the difficulties 
of transportation could easily be met. A more generous 
attitude toward the needs of other provinces is necessary 
in the manufacturing provinces, before they can expect 
any general condition of well-being in the Dominion. 

Alberta is in the unfortunate position of being over rich 
in primary products. It is a short-sighted policy on the 
part of the other provnees to buy from abroad what 
might be bought from, and increase the buying power of, 
Alberta.

Although men have always desired 
elisure, it has been a more or less 
vague desire, unlikely Y>f realization. 
However they are now threatened 
with more leisure, than their educa¬ 
tion has fitted them for dealing with, 
and more also than they are capable 
of enjoying or making use of.

It was with a recognition of this 
approaching condition, no doubt that 
Premier Brownlee brought in his bill 
to encourage and foster all amateur 
athletics and sports throughout the 
schools and communities of the prov¬ 
ince. 

Those who look ahead recognise- 
that education is no longer com plot e 
when it trains youth in earning a Liv¬ 
ing. It must develop him physically, 
and mentally so that he can occupy 
his increasing leisure without being a 
bore to himself or a menace to so¬ 
ciety. 

Work and play are after all, .inter¬ 
changeable terms and one man’s “eir. 
ployment” may be another man’s 
“enjoyment.” The new education will 
be to train the pupil to the use of his 
fullest faculties at all times, so that 
he may create his own enjoyment, in¬ 
stead of depending entirely on ready¬ 
made pleasure and external excite¬ 
ment. Leisure, instead of the stagna¬ 
tion that it so often is, Should be a 
time of high activity and profound 
enjoyment 

Without a liberal education of the 
body, a liberal education of the mind 
j is impossible and it is in the liberal 
eduegtion of the body that most edu 
cational system have been sadly lack 
ing. 

Educators are turning to the Swed¬ 
ish system of physical culture, which 
is an integral part of Swedish nation¬ 
al education, as probably one of the 
j most advanced and intelligent meth- 
| ods of developing youth. ■ They also 
I regard as of great value the Boy 
| Scout movements and every recrea- 
| tional factor that builds both body 
and mind.

It is 
anticipated that in the near future 
this adverse rate will be substantially 
adjusted to the distinct advantage of 
trading Countries.”

AMERICAN NOTES 
rON HERRIDGE 

Furnishes Chatty Cloae-up on Can¬ 
ada’s Representative to Washington 
Not Ail Farts 


Canadians will read with interest 
and some astonishment, the following I 
press story from Washington to the 1 
Oakland Tribune, Calfironia. It adds 
a little to our somewhat sketchy 
knowledge of Major Herridge, Cana¬ 
dian U.S. representative. For exam¬ 
ple, we never knew folks called him 
“Dili.” Also, it seems he is a tree 
chopper like Lincoln; r • , 

“Major Herridge, wearer of the 
distinguished service order and the 
military cross, a son-in-law and con¬ 
fidant of the premier of Canada, is 
only 42 years old. 

“Known to his intimates as "Bill,” 
'he comes to Washington as his coun¬ 
try’s diplomatic representative with¬ 
out previous experience in public of¬ 
fice, but with the reputation of being 
one of the outstanding young men of 
Canada. 

“He is expected to be particularly 
effective in the United States at this 
time because of his wide acquaintance 
and intimacy with this country’s 
business leaders. As a lawyer in Ot¬ 
tawa. he had many American clients 
who had business interests in Can¬ 
ada. 

ed that it was his belief no man in 
Canada would be more acceptable to 
the United States as Canadian min¬ 
ister than would Herridge. 

“His efforts in Canada toward 
forming the Canadian league—an or¬ 
ganization of young men, mostly 
world war veterans, who would meet 
in various cities to discuss govern¬ 
mental problems, was his first activ¬ 
ity in politics. 

“In promoting this organization he 
travelled all over the dominion, mak¬ 
ing friends in every section. In the 
last general election, he went ■with 
Bennett as his adviser. 

“Bennett thought so much of him 
that Herridge served as the premier’s 
right hand man at the last imperial 
conference. When Bennett visited 
Washington early this year, Herridge 
accompanied him. 

“Robust and of -engaging manner, 
the new minister dislikes formal so 
ciety which will be his lot as a mem 
ber of the Washington diplomatic 
corps. But his dinner parties in Ot 
tawa have been famous. 

"He likes the outdoors. In the 
Canadian hills he retired to his lodge 
for hunting, fishing and chopping 
down trees.” 


VALLEY FLOW MUST 
BE REDUCED 


U.S. Kxpect Now Investigating Prob 
lem," Immediate Effort to Reduce 
Wastage 


Definite steps are being taken by 
the Alberta government to conserve 
the oil and gas resources of the prov¬ 
ince, particularly in the Turner Val¬ 
ley field and to put a stop to the 
wastage that has been .going on there 
for a long time. 

F. P. Fisher, a well known .oil ex 
pert from Ohio, who has already done 
some investigation- work in Alberta 
for the the public utilities board, has 
been engaged to head a committee 
that will be entrusted with a thor¬ 
ough-going inquiry into the situation 
and one of 1 the first conditions under 
which he will work out a new work¬ 
ing policy will be the .limitation of 
the maximum daily output <5f gas to 
100 , 000.000 cubic feet per day. 

About 3.00,000,000 cubic feet has 
been flowing heretofore, and it will 
therefore be apparent that a tremen- 
dosu saving is to be made in the prov 
; nce’s underground supply. 

The government’s letter to the 
Calgary mayor gives assurance that 
.he seriousness of the situation is 
realised and that effective measures 
should lx 1 takefi t;o greatly reduce the 
oss of gas now going on. 

“The government has suggested 
.o Mr. Fisher that the maximum 
daily output of gas should not be 
more than 100,000,000 cubic feet per 
day and has requested him to work 
out a method of operation under this 
limitation, so that each of the pro- 
lucers in the field will be protected 
nsecuring the greatest possible rev¬ 
enue consistent with the above regu- 
i,d that each producer will be 
safeguarded in securing his fair pro¬ 
portion of this maximum revenue. 

“Mr. Fisher has arrived in Alber- 
a and is already at work on this

Culling- should be done in July or 
August when poor producers have 
generally ceased to lay.
